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BELLEVUE  AND  ALLIED  HOSPITALS 


Hon.  John  F.  Hylan, 

Mayor,  City  of  New  York. 
Sir — On  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of   Bellevue  and  AlHed  Hospitals  I 
have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Department  for  1918. 

The  Department  as  a  Whole. 

At  the  first  meeting  in  January  the  President  appointed  Mr.  Bird  S. 
Coler,  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Public  Charities,  and  Mr. 
Henry  C.  Wright,  the  two  new  members  of  the  Board,  to  various  com- 
mittees. 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  February  5th,  Dr.  John  W.  Brannan  was 
re-elected  President,  and  Mr.  John  G.  OT<^eefTe  was  elected  Secretary. 

On  September  27,  1918,  Mr.  Samuel  Sachs,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  since  the  creation  of  the  department  in  1902,  resigned,  whereupon 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

"  The  Board  of  Trustees  hereby  expresses  in  a  formal  way  its  loss 
in  and  sincere  regret  at  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Samuel  Sachs. 

"  Mr.  Sachs  having  been  a  member  of  the  Board  since  its  inception  in 
1902,  has  exercised  a  very  potent  influence  in  the  management  and  develop- 
ment of  the  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals.  Though  a  very  busy  man,  he 
took  time  not  only  to  attend  all  meetings,  but  also  gave  much  time  to  com- 
mittee work,  formulating  budgets,  considering  financial  matters,  advising 
in  administrative  problems,  and  acting  as  chairman  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  Nursing. 

"  One  reform  of  supreme  importance  was  primarily  due  to  his  initiative 
and  perseverance.  It  was  the  appointment  of  chiefs  of  service,  involving 
also  the  grouping  under  one  control,  such  as  children,  tuberculosis,  and  spe- 
cial services,  classes  of  cases  which  were  formerly  cared  for  separately  in 
connection  with  each  of  the  four  divisions ;  which  reform  has  greatly  im- 
proved the  medical  service  in  Bellevue  Hospital. 

"  His  judgment  and  counsel  were  always  wise  and  judicious ;  his  cour- 
age unaffected  by  personal  results ;  his  valuable  time  was  given  whole- 
heartedly to  the  City's  interest  and  the  tender  care  of  its  sick  poor. 

"  His  resignation  is  a  distinct  loss  to  the  department  and  to  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Board,  who  valued  his  congenial  and  personal  co-operation." 

Early  in  January  the  Trustees  authorized  the  transfer  of  funds  within 
the  appropriations  to  meet  the  deficits  for  1917,  for  which  no  provision 
had  been  made.  The  appropriation  in  the  budget  for  1918  was  inadequate 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  department,  and  requests  for  revenue  bonds  and 
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transfers   from  other   City   accounts   and   from  accruals   to   the   extent  of 
$369,724.24  were  necessary  to  meet  the  deficits. 

In  accordance  with  a  request  from  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, the  Trustees  presented  an  estimate  of  the  corporate  stock  require- 
ments of  the  department  for  the  four  years  ending  1921,  as  follows:

The  departmental  estimate  for  1919,  in  the  sum  of  $2,691,422.75,  w^as 

presented  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  on  August  1st,  and 

provided  $1,104,104.75  for  salaries  and  wages,  and  $1,587,378  for  supplies, 

repairs  and  replacements. 

An  estimate  was  received  for  upholstering  the  furnishings  in  the  Re- 
ception Room  and  Library  of  the  Nurses'  Residence,  and  as  the  amount 
was  approximately  $1,400,  for  which  no  provision  was  made  in  the  budget, 
the  Trustees  deferred  action  until  funds  could  be  provided  in  the  1919 
budget. 

In  accordance  with  usual  custom,  the  Trustees  in  January  obtained 
permission  to  buy  in  the  open  market  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  required 
for  the  hospitals,  and  also  obtained  permission  to  purchase  an  automobile 
and  a  dish-washing  machine  provided  for  in  the  budget  for  1918. 
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To  meet  the  needs  suddenly  created  by  the  influenza  epidemic  the  Trus- 
tees obtained  permission  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  purchase  supplies 
required  in  the  hospitals,  which  included  muslins,  $6,000 ;  blankets,  $2,400  ; 
crockery,  $1,500;  gauze,  $5,000,  and  sugar,  $4,000. 

The  Trustees  experienced  great  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  employees  at  the  salaries  provided  in  the  annual  appropriation. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  was  requested  to  transfer  $10,800  from  the 
city  fund  for  salary  and  wage  accruals  to  the  salary  appropriations  of  the 
department,  and  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  the 
departmental  estimate  for  1919  provided  requests  for  increases  of  10  per 
cent,  for  employees  receiving  maintenance  and  20  per  cent,  for  those  with- 
out maintenance. 

As  the  progress  of  the  war  made  it  more  difficult  to  obtain  employees, 
the  President  of  the  Board,  at  the  request  of  the  Trustees,  conferred  with 
representatives  of  Provost  Marshal  Crowder  as  to  the  classification  of 
employees  under  the  new  man  power  regulation  so  that  the  hospitals  of  the 
City  of  New  York  would  be  able  to  retain  employees  free  from  military 
obligation.  Subsequently  the  War  Industries  Board  classified  the  mainten- 
ance and  operation  of  public  institutions  and  buildings,  such  as  hospitals 
and  sanitariums,  in  Class  I  regarding  deferred  classifications  under  the 
Selective  Service  Law  for  men  between  18  and  45,  which  class  includes, 
among  other  occupations,  the  production  of  munitions,  air  craft,  civil  em- 
ployees of  the  Army  and  Navy  arsenals,  etc. 

The  growing  shortage  among  the  nurses  was  also  considered,  and  the 
General  Medical  Superintendent  instructed  to  confer  with  the  General 
Superintendent  of  Training  Schools  with  a  view  to  adopting  measures 
necessary  to  meet  the  situation.  The  following  suggestions  were  pre- 
sented : 

Shortening  of  the  term  of  general  training. 

Providing  a  separate  but  intensive  course  in  the  essentials  in 
nursing. 

Arranging  for  a  course  in  practical  nursing. 
Having  some  of  the  regular  nursing  work  done  by  attendants, 
if  such  can  be  obtained  for  the  tuberculosis,  psychopathic,  alcoholic 
or  other  services. 

Providing  for  rapid  promotion  for  hardworking  students  or 
bright  pupils. 

Modification  of  entrance  requirements. 

If  increases  in  salaries  would  help  the  department  to  obtain 
additional  nurses  the  Trustees  were  willing  to  make  representations 
to  the  City  authorities. 

Subsequently  the  Trustees  authorized  the  President  of  the  Board  to 
negotiate  further  with  the  proper  authorities  the  suggestion  to  establish  a 
course  of  training  from  three  to  six  months  for  nurses  or  nurses'  aides  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  civil,  as  well  as  military  hospitals,  created  by  war  con- 
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ditions.  The  War  Department  informed  the  Trustees  that  they  contem- 
plated the  establishing  of  a  one  month's  course  for  nurses'  aides  and  while 
conceding  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Trustees  to  be  good,  did  not  consider  it 
necessary  for  furnishing  the  required  personnel  for  the  nursing  service  in 
the  hospitals  of  the  War  Department. 

The  department  was  represented  in  active  service  in  the  war  by  more 
than  three  hundred  physicians,  nurses  and  employees,  many  of  whom  saw 
service  at  the  front. 

Representatives  of  the  National  League  on  Urban  Conditions  Among 
Negroes  met  with  the  Trustees  in  regard  to  admitting  to  the  interne  staff 
of  the  hospitals  negroes  who  hold  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  from 
reputable  schools.  The  representatives  were  informed  that  all  appoint- 
ments to  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  are  made  solely  on  ability  and  merit, 
regardless  of  race  or  creed,  and  that  if  the  League  had  evidence  of  a  con- 
crete instance  of  discrimination  or  other  grievance,  the  Trustees  would  like 
to  be  informed. 

The  Trustees  believe  that  it  would  tend  to  greater  efficiency  and  closer 
co-operation  of  the  various  functions  of  the  department  if  the  chief  officer 
of  each  hospital,  as  well  as  the  General  Medical  Superintendent,  would 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  Medical  Board  with  a  view  to  solving  at  the 
time  such  problems  as  may  arise,  and  with  this  end  in  view  the  General 
Medical  Superintendent  was  instructed  to  direct  the  chief  officer  of  the 
allied  hospitals  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Medical  Board. 

Dr.  Douglas  Symmers  was  appointed  Director  of  Laboratories  to  suc- 
ceed Dr.  Charles  Norris,  who  resigned  to  accept  a  place  as  Medical  Exami- 
ner of  the  City. 

In  July  the  Trustees  considered  a  report  relating  to  the  possibility  of  a 
serious  coal  situation  during  the  winter  of  1918-1919,  and  authorized  the 
General  Medical  Superintendent  to  store  as  much  as  possible  in  available 
plots  at  Bellevue  and  its  allied  hospitals  to  assure  an  adequate  coal  supply. 

The  Trustees  conferred  with  representatives  of  the  Law  Department  in 
regard  to  an  amendment  to  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  whereby 
municipal  hospitals  would  be  able  to  make  a  charge  for  operations  as  well 
as  for  the  use  of  operating  rooms,  x-ray,  etc.,  in  accordance  with  the  rates 
allowed  under  that  law,  and  instructed  the  General  Medical  Superintendent 
to  see  what  could  be  done  to  make  proper  charges  in  such  cases. 

After  experimenting  for  several  months  with  the  revised  specifications 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  to  purchase  meat  under  specifications 
providing  for  a  minimum  weight  of  five  hundred  pounds  to  the  carcass,  as 
compared  with  a  minimum  of  six  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  to  the  carcass 
under  former  standards  of  the  city,  the  department  found  that  it  was  unable 
to  obtain  good  meat  for  the  use  of  patients  and  that  there  was  considerable 
waste  in  accepting  light  weight  beef,  and  therefore  requested  the  Board  of 
Estimate  to  return  to  the  former  standards'.  This  request  was  subsequently 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimate.

The  desirability  of  using  nut  butter,  butterine  or  butter  produced  from 
vegetable  oils  instead  of  the  most  expensive  creamery  butter  for  either  the 
patients  or  employees,  or  both,  was  considered,  as  the  department  consumes 
120,000  to  130,000  pounds  a  year.  Subsequently  the  Corporation  Counsel 
informed  the  Trustees  that  under  the  Dairy  Law  the  hospitals  are  precluded 
from  using  anything  but  creamery  butter  . 

The  annual  Christmas  decorations  had  to  be  curtailed  on  account  of  the 
increased  cost  of  Christmas  trees  and  greens,  the  department  limiting  the 
expenditure  to  the  same  amount  as  in  former  years.

The  employees  gave  generous  contributions  also  to  the  various  war 
service  activities. 

BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL. 
General. 

Dr.  John  J.  Hill,  formerly  Superintendent  of  the  Volunteer  Hospital, 
was  appointed  on  January  15th  from  the  civil  service  list  to  the  position  of 
Assistant  Medical  Superintendent. 

A  number  of  physicians  and  surgeons  of  the  department  received  com- 
missions in  the  Army  and  Navy,  and  were  called  to  active  service  from 
time  to  time.  Dr.  Fleming,  the  Assistant  Medical  Superintendent  of  Belle- 
vue, was  ordered  to  report  for  military  duty  on  April  15th,  and  was  tempo- 
rarily assigned  to  Camp  Mills  at  Mineola.  Dr.  Miller,  the  Director  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Service,  after  spending  a  short  time  in  this  country,  returned 
to  France  the  middle  of  May  to  take  up  active  work  with  the  Red  Cross 
Unit. 

Dr.  Hirsch,  Roentgenologist,  conducted  a  complete  course  of  x-ray 
work  for  representatives  from  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps  of  the  Army,  and 
Dr.  Stewart  and  Dr.  Hartwell  continued  their  courses  in  military  surgery. 

Medical  and  Surgical  Administration. 

To  meet  the  unusual  situation  created  by  war  conditions,  the  Trustees 

temporarily  suspended  some  of  the  requirements  and  reorganized  the  house 

staff  on  a  one-year  basis  to  conform  with  the  new  ruling  from  Washington, 

and  at  the  same  time  communicated  with  the  Committee  on  Public  Health 
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and  the  Academy  of  Medicine  in  regard  to  obtaining  the  services  of  physi- 
cians willing  to  accept  appointment  in  the  Out  Patient  Department  at 
Bellevue,  as  well  as  its  allied  hospitals. 

After  careful  consideration  the  department  complied  with  the  request 
of  the  Executive  Committee  to  have  the  Resident  Surgeons  and  Resident 
Anaesthetists  operate  using  a  general  anaesthesia  on  superficial  abscesses, 
in  reducing  certain  fractures  and  in  minor  emergencies  without  the  presence 
of  the  Visiting  Surgeon,  the  consent,  however,  of  the  Visiting  Surgeon  or 
his  assistants  to  be  obtained  before  such  operations  take  place.  This  abro- 
gation of  the  rules  was  permitted  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 

The  requirement  that  Residents  should  have  two  years  in  the  hospital 
before  being  appointed  Resident  was  modified  to  one  year  for  the  duration 
of  the  war. 

The  war  made  it  necessary  to  call  upon  a  number  of  Consulting  Physi- 
cians to  take  up  active  service  on  the  wards. 

A  plan  was  formulated  and  adopted  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  Ma- 
ternity Service  of  Bellevue  with  the  School  for  Midwives  and  the  Maternity 
Center  Association. 

The  Trustees  regret  the  death  of  Major  Joseph  B.  Bissell,  Visiting 
Surgeon  at  Bellevue  Hospital  since  1898  and  Director  of  the  Fourth  Surgical 
Division  since  1916,  which  the  Trustees  recorded  in  their  minutes  to  express 
their  appreciation  of  his  devotion  to  Bellevue. 

The  boat  "Southfield,"  which  served  for  many  years  as  a  day  camp 
for  tuberculosis  patients,  was  in  need  of  repairs,  but  the  cost  to  continue 
the  boat  in  service  was  so  high  that  its  use  had  to  be  discontinued. 

Influenza  Epidemic. 

In  the  latter  part  of  September,  at  the  request  of  the  authorities  of 
the  Navy  Yard  in  Brooklyn,  thirty  sailors  suffering  from  pneumonia  and 
Spanish  influenza  were  brought  to  the  hospital.  This  was  practically  at  the 
beginning  of  what  later  developed  into  the  influenza  epidemic,  which  strained 
the  hospital  resources,  but  was  met  in  every  way. 

Additional  wards  were  opened  for  influenza  cases  and  the  boat  "  Helen 
C.  Juilliard,"  anchored  at  the  foot  of  East  29th  street,  was  placed  in  service. 
Bellevue  had  within  its  wards  the  greatest  number  of  patients  in  its  history. 
At  one  time  forty-nine  nurses  were  ill,  and  as  additional  wards  were  opened 
radical  measures  were  necessary  to  meet  the  situation.  While  suggestions 
were  made  to  close  the  hospital  or  to  limit  the  adm.ission  of  new  patients 
and  to  curtail  all  services  and  to  use  whatever  space  and  employees  were 
available  for  the  influenza  cases,  the  Trustees  carefully  considered  the  grave 
situation  and  voted  that  as  the  hospitals  were  emergency  municipal  institu- 
tions they  could  not  decline  to  receive  the  patients  or  close  its  doors,  and 
that  the  department  should  make  provision  as  best  it  could  to  provide  for  all 
serious  cases  that  require  hospital  treatment.  The  President  of  the  Board, 
Dr.  Brannan,  and  the  General  Medical  Superintendent  were  appointed  a 
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committee  to  confer  with  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Health 
with  a  view  to  providing,  if  possible,  sufficient  employees  and  nurses  and 
to  take  such  other  measures  as  were  necessary,  and  the  General  Medical 
Superintendent  was  authorized  to  use  every  means  to  obtain  nurses,  nurses' 
aides  and  employees  for  the  hospitals. 

To  relieve  the  strain  upon  the  ward  service  as  much  as  possible  the 
admissions  of  surgical  patients  were  limited  to  urgent  cases  for  the  dura- 
tion of  the  epidemic,  and  the  eye  wards  were  closed  to  that  service  and 
made  available  for  influenza  patients. 

It  became  necessary,  in  order  to  relieve  the  strain  upon  the  nurses,  to 
close  the  hospital  for  a  few  days  to  visitors,  except  to  those  who  visited 
patients  seriously  ill. 

The  regular  nursing  staff  was  supplemented  with  special  nurses  so  far 
as  it  was  possible  to  obtain  them,  and  volunteer  workers  assigned  to  various 
parts  of  the  hospitals. 

By  using  additional  beds,  cots  and  springs  and  opening  wards  for  influ- 
enza patients,  which  had  heretofore  been  assigned  to  ward  service,  the 
Trustees  were  able  to  care  for  all  patients  needing  hospital  treatment. 

In  response  to  our  appeals  volunteer  workers  offered  their  services, 
among  whom  were  representatives  from  the  Red  Cross  Motor  Corps  and 
the  Motor  Corps  of  the  National  League  for  Women's  Service,  who  sup- 
plied ambulances  and  drivers  at  each  of  the  hospitals,  and  except  for  their 
assistance  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  us  to  care  for  the  ambulance 
service. 

On  account  of  the  extreme  communicability  of  influenza,  the  General 
Medical  Superintendent  was  instructed  to  segregate  patients  having  influ- 
enza and  instructed  all  the  doctors,  nurses,  employees  and  visitors,  so  far  as 
possible  to  wear  masks  while  visiting  or  attending  influenza  patients. 

Nursing  Service. 

Osborn  Hall  Annex  was  occupied  on  January  1st  and  the  second  floor 
of  the  Nurses'  Residence  was  painted,  preparatory  to  receiving  a  new  class 
of  probationers. 

The  nurses  belonging  to  the  Bellevue  Unit,  which  is  known  as  Base 
Hospital  No.  1,  were  mobilized  in  January  and  in  due  time  departed  for 
France,  where  they  saw  active  service. 

The  President  of  Vassar  College  wrote  to  the  Trustees  in  regard  to 
the  proposal  of  that  college  to  open  its  buildings  and  grounds  during  the 
summer  for  a  preliminary  preparatory  course  for  college  women  who 
wished  to  enter  hospital  training  schools  for  nurses,  and  requesting  Bellevue 
to  co-operate  in  carrying  out  this  plan,  which  the  department  undertook, 
granting  full  credit  to  the  Bellevue  school  for  the  work  done  under  the  plan. 

In  December,  when  a  number  of  nurses  developed  sore  throats  and 
showed  positive  diphtheria  cultures,  the  General  Medical  Superintendent 
was  instructed  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Training  School  the  desira- 
bility of  having  the  Shick  test  for  diphtheria  made  on  all  nurses  employed. 
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Building  Matters. 

The  major  building  operations  at  Bellevue  Hospital  were  held  in  abey- 
ance until  funds  become-available  for  the  construction  of  pavilions  F  and  G. 

Some  minor  construction  work  consisted  of  the  installation  of  wire 
screens  on  pavilions  I,  K,  L  and  M,  the  completion  of  contract  for  enclosing- 
the  loggias,  and  additional  shelving,  lockers,  etc.,  in  laundry  building. 

The  hospital  experienced  considerable  difficulty  in  making  plumbing 
repairs,  particularly  in  the  nurses'  residence;  the  contractor  who  had  the 
work  being  unable  to  gei  plumbers,  undertook  to  complete  the  contract 
himself,  which  caused  delay. 

For  several  years  the  Trustees  have  made  every  efifort  to  obtain  addi- 
tional laundry  machinery.  As  the  equipment,  aside  from  being  inadequate 
is  over-loaded  and  incapable  of  meeting  the  demands  upon  it,  the  Trustees 
renewed  their  application  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  for  permission  to  pur- 
chase the  required  machinery. 

Miscellaneous. 

The  Borough  President  of  Manhattan  was  requested  to  pave  East  29th 
street  from  the  Bellevue  storehouse  to  the  river  front. 

For  years  the  Trustees  have  considered  the  desirability  of  acquiring  a 
triangular  piece  of  property  between  25th  and  26th  Streets  and  the  East 
River,  which  plot  is  essential  for  the  development  of  the  Training  School 
for  Nurses.  The  Commissioner  of  Docks  and  Ferries  was  requested  to  co- 
operate to  obtain  this  property  at  the  expiration  of  the  present  period  of 
license,  which  is  May  1,  1918,  and  to  make  a  formal  request  to  the  Sinking 
Fund  Commission  for  the  land  before  that  time. 

Barnum  &  Bailey's  circus  visited  the  hospital  on  April  17th  and  was 
enjoyed  by  an  unusually  large  number  of  patients. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  legacy  of  $10,000 
left  to  Bellevue  Hospital  by  William  Washington  Cole  was  invested  in  New 
York  City  4>4%  bonds,  maturing  1967,  with  the  provision  that  interest 
accruing  on  the  bonds  be  invested  in  the  same  way  pending  decision  regard- 
ing permanent  expenditure ;  subsequently  it  was  decided  when  building  con- 
ditions were  normal  to  construct  a  roof  ward  with  the  funds,  to  be  known 
as  the  Cole  Convalescent  Ward. 

GOUVERNEUR  HoSPITAL. 

While  the  repairs  to  the  boat  "  Huddleston "  were  being  made,  the 
Trustees  arranged  with  the  Commissioner  of  Docks  and  Ferries  to  provide 
a  mooring  place  for  the  boat  at  Corlears  Hook  Park  and  for  the  necessary 
spiles  and  building  the  required  cradle  for  the  boat  when  returned  to  the 
mooring  place  . 

The  medical  and  surgical  administration  was  affected  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  the  other  hospitals  in  obtaining  an  adequate  staff  of  internes. 

On  account  of  the  war,  the  Trustees  permitted  internes  to  ride  ambu- 
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lances,  even  though  they  did  not  meet  the  usual  hospital  requirements  ot 
six  months'  residence  on  the  house  staff. 

Harlem  Hospital. 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  creation  of  several  positions  for  the  dura- 
tion of  the  war,  and  also  reduced  the  length  of  service  of  internes  to  one 
year. 

After  the  armistice  the  department  adopted  a  policy  to  be  followed  in 
all  the  hospitals  to  bring  the  medical  and  surgical  administration  to  normal 
conditions  during  reconstruction,  and  accordingly  increased  the  period  of 
interne  service  at  Harlem  to  twenty  months,  later  to  be  extended  to  the 
standard  two-year  course. 

The  major  building  operations  were  finished;  a  few  remaining  altera- 
tions are  in  process,  one  of  which  is  the  contract  for  alterations  to  the 
ambulance  platform.  It  was  necessary  to  grant  an  extension  on  account 
of  labor  and  material  conditions. 

The  contract  of  Charles  J.  Daly,  contractor  for  the  alterations,  having 
been  declared  abandoned,  the  Trustees  called  upon  the  surety,  the  Globe 
Indemnity  Company,  to  complete  the  work.  As  the  surety  waived  its 
option  to  complete  the  contract,  the  Trustees  authorized  the  re-advertising 
of  the  work,  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  R.  Pratt  &  Company,  the 
difference  in  cost  to  be  a  charge  against  the  contract  of  Charles  J.  Daly  and 
the  surety,  the  Globe  Indemnity  Company. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee  reported  the  need  of  a  site 
for  a  new  building  for  the  Out  Patient  Department,  for  which  provision 
was  subsequently  made  in  the  corporate  stock  requirements  for  1919.  The 
Board  of  Estimate  was  thereupon  requested  to  take  appropriate  action  to 
obtain  the  additional  property  required  directly  east  of  the  hospital  by  pur- 
chase or  exchange  for  other  City  property. 

After  careful  investigation  by  the  Building  Committee,  the  Trustees 
requested  the  General  Medical  Superintendent  to  proceed  with  alterations 
to  the  nursery  and  sun  parlor,  the  work  not  to  cost  in  excess  of  $1,000. 

FoRDHAM  Hospital. 
On  account  of  the  high  cost  of  steel  construction,  the  Trustees  deferred 
action  on  the  proposal  to  erect  a  roof  ward,  for  which  corporate  stock  in  the 
sum  of  $40,000  was  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Estimate.  At  the  same  time 
permission  was  requested  to  use  as  much  of  this  fund  as  necessary  for  con- 
struction of  wooden  buildings.  As  this  permission  was  not  granted  the 
Trustees  applied  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  an  issue  of  special  revenue 
bonds  in  this  sum  for  construction  of  five  wooden  buildings  to  relieve  the 
overcrowded  conditions,  which  buildings  would  provide  for  the  bed  capacity 
required  pending  construction  of  permanent  additional  wings.  The  Board 
of  Aldermen  subsequently  authorized  the  issue  of  these  funds.  Plans  are 
in  course  of  preparation  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Estimate. 
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As  the  engineer  reported  that  he  had  great  difficuhy  with  the  boilers 
and  recommended  that  an  appHcation  be  made  for  an  issue  of  corporate 
stock  in  the  sum  of  $45,000  for  three  new  boilers,  such  a  request  was  made 
of  the  Board  of  Estimate. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Trustees  also  inquired  into  and 
adopted  measures  to  overcome  the  crowded  conditions  in  the  Out  Patient 
Department. 

A  number  of  alterations  in  the  electrical  equipment  of  the  X-Ray  De- 
partment, for  which  provision  was  made  in  the  budget,  were  authorized  and 
the  plans  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  for  approval. 

Additional  awnings  and  screens  were  placed  on  the  balconies  and  roof 
wards. 

In  compliance  with  a  request  of  the  Medical  Board  for  an  opinion  re- 
garding the  desirability  of  appointing  women  graduates  of  medicine  on  the 
interne  staff,  the  department  enunciated  the  principle  accepted  several  years 
ago  in  making  appointments  to  the  interne  staff  on  merit,  regardless  of 
whether  the  candidates  are  men  or  women,  women  internes  to  be  admitted 
when  proper  arrangements  can  be  made  for  them. 

The  Trustees  note  with  profound  sorrow  the  death  of  Miss  Mary  Mc- 
Cusker,  the  Acting  Assistant  Supervising  Nurse,  who  served  the  hospital 
so  well  and  whose  work  was  appreciated  by  every  member  of  the  board. 

Neponsit  Beach  Hospital. 

The  contract  to  bring  the  salt  water  from  the  ocean  to  the  bathrooms 
of  the  hospital  for  the  bathing  of  children  with  discharging  sinuses  was 
completed  in  the  early  part  of  January.  The  therapeutic  effect  of  the  salt 
water  has  been  very  marked,  the  discharge  soon  losing  its  offensive  odor, 
and  finally  ceasing  entirely  with  the  closing  of  the  sinuses. 

The  hospital  experienced  the  same  difficulties  as  the  other  hospitals  in 
obtaining  employees.  A  revision  of  salary  schedules  was  authorized.  The 
Trustees  also  considered  a  request  from  the  Visiting  Physician  to  allow  a 
salary  for  that  position.  As  no  provision  was  made  in  the  annual  appropria- 
tion for  such  a  place,  the  Trustees  included  the  request  in  the  departmental 
estimate  for  1919,  and  at  the  same  time  asked  for  a  salaried  Resident 
Physician. 

During  the  influenza  epidemic  the  authorities  at  Fort  Tilden  asked  for 
permission  to  use  one  ward  of  the  hospital  to  care  for  the  men  stationed  at 
the  Fort,  who  were  ill  with  grippe  and  pneumonia.  By  re-arranging  and 
re-assigning  the  children  in  the  other  wards  the  department  w^as  able  to 
comply  with  this  request.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

On  account  of  the  absence  of  so  many  of  the  staff  on  mihtary  duty,  the 
work  was  carried  on  under  difficulties  that  at  times  seemed  insurmountable. 
Those  remaining  co-operated  to  the  fullest  degree  possible  and  carried  the 
burden  successfully. 

No  new  construction  was  undertaken,  although  the  need  for  the  com- 
pletion of  additional  pavilions  at  Bellevue,  particularly  the  service  buildings, 
is  pressing. 

Fordham  Hospital  is  entirely  inadequate  in  meeting  the  needs  of  The 
Bronx.  The  citizens  there  have  already  sent  a  request  to  the  Board  of 
Estimate  for  additional  hospital  facilities. 

So  many  vacancies  have  existed  among  the  clerical  staff  that  much 
statistical  work  has  been  deferred ;  such  as  is  available  is  herewith  presented.
